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REMARKS 

The sequence listing has been amended to reflect the source of the peptide 
sequences which in many of the case were derived from a phage display library. 
RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

The communication mailed May 8, 2009, indicates that the response to the 
previous restriction requirement was not responsive. The Communication indicates 
that Applicant was required to elect a specific SEQ ID NO: and a specific molecular 
embodiment of the integer to identify a specific sequence for search. 

In the Restriction Requirement mailed January 6, 2009, the Examiner 
indicated Restriction to one of the following Groups: 

Groups i-VI, claim(s) 1-12 and 19-23 (all in part), drawn to a polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 
1-6 and a hybrid molecule derived from SEQ ID NO: 1-6. 

Groups Vil-XIt, claims 13 and 24-25 (all in part), drawn to a method of treating or 
diagnosing Alzheimer's or a neurodegenerative disease using SEQ !D NO: 1-6 or a 
hybrid molecule derived from SEQ ID NO:1-6. 



Groups Xill-XVIII, claims 14-18 (all in part), drawn to a nucleic acid, vector, host ceil for 
SEQ ID NO:1-6. 



Groups XIX-XXIV, claim 26 (all in part), drawn to an anti-idtotype antibody binding to 
SEQ ID NO: 1-6. 

In Response Applicants elect the invention of Group V, claim 1-12 and 19-20 
drawn to a polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:5. 

The Restriction Requirement further indicated: 
i. If Group I is elected, Applicant is required under PCT Rule 13.2 to elect a single 
disclosed molecular embodiment of the integer selected from A) 1-20, B) 1-15, C) 

1-10 or D) 1-5 as recited in claims 1-2, and 5-7 for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 

allowable. 
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Applicants elect the species of (A) wherein the integer is from 1-20. Claims 1- 
8, 10, 11, 12 and 19-23 are generic to the elected species.
